One would have to be utterly lacking 


in compassion not to feel some deg ree 


of reg ret over the adverse ruling of a 


three-judg e panel in

Althoug h the final decision rests in 
the hands of the Mary land Court of 
Appeals, it appears at this time that 
Mr. Ag new will be ex pelled from the 
leg al profession, the profession he pre­ 
viously had told the court he loves 
and pleaded to remain in. 
Based on the evidence, the court 
could not have ruled otherwise. It saw 
no ex tenuating circumstances which 
would have allowed for a lesser sanc­ 
tion. the panel asserted. 
Yet, it is sad. 
Here was a man who ro« e from ob­ 
scurity to the second hig hest elective 
office in the land, a man who walked 
with king s, whose mag ic tong ue and 
keen brain made him one of the na­ 
tion’s 
g reat 
modern-day orators, 
a 
man 
indeed who mig ht have been 
President. 
And now all that is g one, destroy ed 
by g reed, one of man's most common 
frailties. 
It is ironic that his downfall resulted 
not from W aterg ate, the scandal that 
has rocked his party and affected the 
careers of so many of his peers, but 
by sins of commission and omission 
while a state official. 
Up until the time the disclosures 
had been made reg arding his partici- 


pation in alleg edly illeg al activities 


while serving 
as 
Baltimore County 


ex ecutive and later as g overnor of 


Mary land, he had appeared untainted

But just as g reatness was about to be 
thrust upon him came word of viola­ 
tion of tax laws plus additional alleg a­ 
tions of having accepted money from 
contractors and eng ineers for favors 
rendered while in office in Mary land. 
He faced formal charg es on one 
count only . He pleaded nolo contendré 
to federal income tax evasion on Oct. 
10. the same day he resig ned as vice 
president. 
The special three-judg e panel minced 
no words in commenting on his ac­ 
tion. 
It 
wa s deceitful and dishonest, 
the jurists said. “ This is not a case of 
a busy lawy er carelessly or inadvert­ 
ently failing to obey the law,” they 
noted. 
“ His conduct strikes at the 
heart of the basic object of the leg al 
profession, constituting conduct prej­ 
udicial to the administration of jus­ 
tice . . . The respondent is unfit to 
continue as a m em ber of the bar in 
this state.’’ 


So unless the decision is reversed by 
the state s hig hest court, the former 
vice president will forever remain in 
the shadow of disg race, a potentially 
g reat and fruitful career in politics 
ruined.

The price for the rig ht to lease one 


of the richest oil-shale tracts has risen 


more than 400 times in less than six 


y ears. In 1968. the bid for leasing two 


oil-shalc parcels was $500.000. which 


our 
federal 
g overnment, 
owner

these tracts, turned down. On January 
8, two oil companies bid $210.305.600 
for the rig ht to try to develop an eco­ 
nomic way to g et oil out of thick 
shale-like lay ers under a 
5.08 9 -acre 
tract in northwest Colorado. 
Some people have wondered 
why 
such a record price. Others feel that, 
even at such a hig h fig ure, the g ov­ 
ernm ent g ot taken. The facts are that, 
with the current price of oil, the oil 
companies can afford to spend the 
money for developing the oil in the 
shales. 
The bid that was accepted was made 


by Standard Oil of Indiana and Gulf. 


It fig ures at $41.319 .8 4 an acre. It will 


probably be the basis for bids to be 


put in for lease later this spring . 


In 1968, when the orig inal bid was 


rejected, crude oil sold for about $3 
a barrel. The cost of producing a bar­ 
rel of oil from shale was more than 
$8. 
The energ y crisis now' has prob­ 
ably stabilized oil prices at $10 or $11 
a barrel. 
Shale development will be 
$8 or lower, so there is a marg in of 
profit in ex tracting shale oil now. 
The Interior Department estimates 
that the shale 
under 16.500 square 
miles of Colorado. Utah and Wy oming 
contains 600 billion to 3 trillion bar­ 
rels of oil, double the known world’s 
reserves, and that the tract can be 
producing 100.000 barrels by 197 9. This 
is one way of relieving the oil shortag e.

billion (b) to $6 billion which 
ma y be included in the budg et 
request. 
The Department of Defense 
is ex pected to come in shortly 
with a supplementa l request 


of $2.3 to $3 billion (b). That 
would g o in part for aid to 
Israel and South Vietnam. It 
is also to upg rade strateg ic 
readiness which was revealed 
by the Middle East alert as 
lag g ing .

But this is only part of the 
shock to come. The likelihood 
is for massive new weapons 
sy stems that will cost many 
additional billions of dollars.

Retarg eted 
ICBM 
missiles

response to a nuclear attack

This 
opens the way to a "nuclear 
war fig hting capability .” as

rather than deterrence w’hich 
has

y ears. 
Even

would be hit, and this is far 
from 
certain,

Postal Service 
Officials said the new service 
will allow the three countries to 
exchange business reply cards 
or envelopes. It will also permit 
recipients of a business reply 
card or envelope from mailers 
in any of the three countries to 
return

without applying postage since 
it will be paid bv the mailer. 
The reply cards and envelopes 
which can be used in the new 
program must be at least five 
and one-half by three and one 
half inches, and must not exceed

inches. Surface leply cards and 
envelopes must not weigh more 
than one ounce and airmail rc 
plv cards and envelopes must 
not exceed one half ounce in 
w eight. 
The charge to be paid by the 
mailer for the international ser 
vice will be five cents in a deli 
tion to the appropriate interna 
tional postage rale. Current in 
ternational postfgr rates will 
prevail until March 2.
